Our Hennepin 


By the following special dispatch con­ 
cerning the proceedings of Congress this 
afternoon, it will be seen that the Lower 
House refuses to indorse the Conference 
Committees’ Report which indorsed the 
canal appropriations. 
We give the brief 
dispatch: 
Spee*al to the IvsHiwe TcLaeaam. 
W ashington , D. C., J uly 31. 
Editor Evbhiko TattoaAVa:— 
The House disagrees to the Conference 
Committees* Report on the river and har­ 
bor bill; yeas 102, nays 135. 
F erris F inch . 


—It is thought by those who have 
watched carefully the 
proceedings of 
congress and the movements of certain 
leading politicians at Washington that 
there is a movement on foot by the repre­ 
sentative men of the south and east to 
form an alliance against the west and 
thus prevent the people here from receiv­ 
ing our share of government appropria­ 
tions. 
The Inter^Ocean in an editorial 
on that subject says that “ the people of 
Illinois and the West have reason to com­ 
plain of the East and South, which seem 
to have combined to defeat every effort 
to appropriate money for public improve­ 
ments in the Northwest and West. When 
this combination is insufficient President 
Cleveland comes to the rescue and plumps 
in a veto. 
Neither the President nor the 
majority of Congressmen thus voting have 
ever seen the Western country, and per­ 
sonally know nothing of Its needs. 
But 
in every case when an appropriation is 
proposed for a public buiding in any of 
the growing cities of the West, or for 
help to improve its water-ways, it is re­ 
ceived like a red-flag by a herd of wild 
Tex as bulls. 
There is snorting and paw­ 
ing and bellowing all along the line from 
New York to Mississippi.” 
In the same 
line of argument pursued by us in an ed­ 
itorial in 
T h e T e le gr ap h recently on 
the same subject our Chicago contempo­ 
rary goes on to give ex act figures which 
speak plain and show up most clearly 
the selfishness of the tapresentatives of 
certain states in their opposition to the 
Hennepin canal appropriation. 
“ It is a 
faet, as shown by the late internal reve­ 
nue statistics, that the four States de­ 
manding the Hennepin Canal improve­ 
ment furnish nearly one-third of the en* 
tire receipts of the government from in­ 
ternal tax es. 
In 1885 the total internal 
revenue receipts amounted to $ 116,002,845 
of which Illinois alone paid 
$ 23,852,253. 
This was mg|e than was paid by the great 
state of N|W Yptk’ by $ 0,487,044; more 
than was ppd by the wealthy State of 
P en n sylvan ia^ $ 15,005,022;* more than 
was paid by 
Ohio by $ 11,930,803, and 
more than was paid by the States of Mary­ 
land, Virginia, West Virginia, North Car­ 
olina, South Carolina, Mississippi, Geor­ 
gia, Alabama, Louisana, Tex as, and Ten 
nessee by $ 13,523,661.”

As to sex, women ; as to 
occupation , soldiers, sailors an d farm­ 
ers are lon gest lived. 
Amon g th e pro­ 
fession s, 100 min isters, th irty doctors, 
an d ten lawy ers reach ed th eir cen ten ­ 
n ial. 
Th e first requisite for lon gevity , 
accordin g to prof Humph rey , of Cam­ 
bridge, En glan d, must be an in h eren t 
quality of en duran ce, 
a 
someth in g 
wh ich is in born an d perh aps in h erited. 
It is n oticeable th at th e ph th isical tain t 
does n ot n ecessarily lesson th e capacity 
for lon gevity . 
Amon g 500 aged per­ 
son s, ph th isis appeared in 
fath ers, 
moth ers, broth ers, or sisters of eigh ty - 
two, th at is, in about 17 per cen t. 
In 
on e ease both fath er an d m oth er were 
ph th isical. 
A secon d requisite for lon g 
life is freedom from exposure to cas- 
n alitics. 
It, is on th is groun d, in part, 
th at more women th an men reach ex­ 
treme ago. 
(Oth er reason s, h owever, 
art*, perh aps, a greater n atural vitality , 
sin ce even in early life th e mortality is 
less amon g females th an males. It does 
n ot seem to be proved by th e data col­ 
lected th at sh ort an d small men an d 
women h ave an v advan tage over th ose 
wh o are taller an d larger. 
Th e aver­ 
age h eigh t of old En glish men is five 
feet th ree in ch es.

is n ot th e belief o f tbon e who h ave 
given th e most study to th e subject. 
Accordin g to th e best auth orities, as a 
race, th oro aro no w a s man y In iftan spn 
our coun try as there ever were. 
Sin ce 
th e discovery o f this Con tin en t by Col­ 
umbus, th e In dian h as h eld In s own 
But bey on d th is gen eral statemen t, h ow 
far is it safe to go? AVliile some sm aller 
tribes in New En glan d h ave un dergon e 
th e process of an n ih ilation an d amalga­ 
mation with th e wh ite population so as 
Jo almost lose th eir tribal iden tity fas, 
for in stan ce, tin * Pequots, 
of wh om 
on ly on e full-blooded male is n ow liv­ 
in g), y et th e In dian s as a people are 
n ot th us disappearin g; n eith er do wo 
believe it to be th eir destin y th us to 
disappear. 
If we n otice th e record of 
sin gle tribes, in th is respect, th e above 
is most emph atically true. 
Th e C h er­ 
okee Nation , bein g on e of th e oldest of 
wh ich we h ave an y auth en tic records, 
will serve as an illustration . 
In 18 09 , 
un der 
th e direction of th e U n ited 
States In dian agen t, th ere was made an 
actual en umeration of th is tribe, wh ich 
proved th e population th en to be 12,39 5. 
Drake, in 18 25, estim ates th e Ch erokee 
population at 13,59 3. 
Gallatin , in 18 36, 
on th e auth ority of th e In dian D epart­ 
men t, reports th e Ch erokee population 
at 15,000. 
Passin g over forty y ears, we 
fin d in 18 76, th at accordin g to Govern ­ 
men t report th e population h as in creased 
to 21,072; an d iu 18 14 to 26,100. 
Th is 
sh ows a gain in seven ty -five y ears 
(18 09 -18 8 4) of 13,705, an d in forty -eigh t 
y ears, (18 36-18 8 4) a gain of 11,000, an il 
in eigh t y ears, (18 76-18 8 4), 5,028 . 
To 
¡th e above in crease sh ould be added th e 
•4,000 wh ich perish ed in th e removal of 
18 38 , with regard to wh ich Commis­ 
sion er Havt say s (In dian report, 18 77): 
“En forced expatriation h as probably 
don e more to retard th e in crease of In ­ 
dian population th an war, pestilen ce, 
or famin e; perh aps more th an all com­ 
bin ed. 
From th e time th ey (th e Clicr- 
okees) were gath ered in to camps by th e 
Un ited States trooops in May an d Jun e, 
18 38 , till th e time th e last detach m en t 
reach ed th e Arkan sas coun try , wh ich 
wh ich was about ten mon th s, a careful 
estim ate sh ows th at n ot less th en 4,000 
or 4,500 were removed by death bein g 
on an average from 13 to 15 death s a 
day for th e wh ole period, out of a pop­ 
ulation of 16,000, or on e-fourth of th e 
wh ole n um ber.” 
Th e Navajo tribe are 
common ly reported to h ave doubled 
th eir population with in th e last fifteen 
y ears. 
Th e last statistics, as reported 
by th e Govern men t, are as follows: 
Population in 18 73, 9 ,114; population , 
in 18 8 3, 17,000; gain in ten vears, 
7,8 8 6. 
AYitli regard to th e in crease amon g 
th e Sioux, 
Rev. 
Steph en Ii. Riggs, 
after forty y ears of service amon g th is 
people as a mission ary , say s: “At vari­ 
ous times in th e progress of our mission 
work we h ave kept life-tables for a 
sin gle Dakota village, an d alway s, I be­ 
lieve, with th e result th at th e birth s 
somewh at exceed th e death s.” 
An d in 
reply to th e question , is th e In dian 
dy in g out? h e an swers: “No, sir; I do 
n ot th in k th at th e facts wh ich are be­ 
fore us at all justify th e belief th at th e 
In dian s 
are n ecessarily a van ish in g 
race.” 
Rev. ,T. P. AVillian ison , after a 
life of work an d observation , say s re ­ 
gardin g th e in crease of th is same peo­ 
ple : 
“Forty y ears ago th e Sioux were 
supposed to n umber 25,000, wh ich prob­ 
ably was an overestimate, as it was 
based on th e n umber of lodges, th e rule 
bein g to coun t ten person s to a lodge, 
wh ich I th in k very seldom th e case. 
Now, (18 77 ; th e Sioux are estimated at 
50,000, th ough 40.000 would probably 
be a better coun t, an d as n ear th e truth 
as 25,000 was forty y ears ago, wh ich 
would sh ow an in crease of 60 per cen t 
in forty y ears.” 
If we turn n ow from th e in crease of 
sin gle tribes to th e question of th e in ­ 
crease of th e In dian Nation as a wh ole, 
we fin dfth at th e total n um ber of birth s 
five y ears (18 79 -18 8 4) is 17,58 7; th e 
total n um ber of death s for th e same 
y ears, 14,78 2; makin g a clear gain in 
birth s over death s for a period of five 
y ears, 2,8 05. 
Again , th is gain in popu­ 
lation is n ot, as man y suppose, merely 
th e n atural gain wh ich comes from th e 
decrease of m ortality amon g th e in fan ts 
an d small ch ildren . 
A\Th ile th e agen cy 
ph y sician s, a better kn owledge of th e 
laws of h ealth , better h omes, cloth in g, 
an d food, will in part explain th is in ­ 
crease, y et th e fact still remain s th at 
th e actual birth -rate is also in creasin g. 
Referrin g again to th e report of th e 
In dian Commission er, we fin d th at th e 
total n um ber of birth s in 18 74 was 
2,152, wh ile in 18 8 4 it h ad risen to 
4751.— Cha rles W. Shelto n, in M is­ 
sio na ry Hera ld .

I hav e seen wo men emerge fro m the 
co al pits o f “ Busy B elgium ,” who re 
little girls and y o ung wo men graduate 
under-gro und as hewers o f co al and 
drawers o f carts, fo r it is no unco mmo n 
thing in Euro pe to hitch wo men and 
do gs to gether that manufacturing may 
be do ne cheaply . 
Aged, bent, and sun­ 
burned, I hav e seen wo men, with ro pe 
o v er sho ulder, to iling o n the banks o f 
canals and dikes in picturesque H o l­ 


land. 
Hav ing witnessed all this, I was y et 
surprised to find in a city so beautiful 
and seem ingly so rich and pro spero us 
Sto ckho lm, wo man still mo re de­ 
based. 
In Sto ckho lm she is almo st ex ­ 
clusiv ely emplo y ed as ho dcarrier and 
bricklay er’s 
assistant. 
Hhe 
carries 
bricks, mix es mo rtar, and, in sho rt, 
do es all the heav y wo rk abo ut the 
building. 
At the dinner ho ur y o u see 
gro ups o f wo men sitting o n the piles o f 
wo o d and sto ne eating their fiugal re­ 
past. 
Tho se engaged making mo rtar and 
tending plasterers wo re apro ns. 
They 
are paid fo r a day o f hard wo rk o f this 
to il, lasting twelv e ho urs, the munificent 
sum o f o ne kro ner (equiv alent to o ne 
and three pence ). 
W o men sweep the 
streets, haul the rubbish, drag hand­ 
carts up the hills and o v er the co bble 
sto nes, unlo ad bricks at the quay s, at­ 
tend to the parks, do the gardening, 
and ro w the numero us ferries which 
abo und at Sto ckho lm. 
The entire dairy business o f the city 
is in their hands, and here they take 
the places o f ho rses and do gs, carry ing 
o n their sho ulders the heav y cans o f 
milk fro m do o r to do o r. 
M hiie wo man 
thus slav es in Sto ckho lm, man parades. 
Yo u will see him in a so rt o f unifo rm 
in the market-place, lo unging all day 
“ fo r hire” to run small errands o r to ilo 
light po rterage. 
W henev er any light 
wo rk that pay s fairly well is to be do ne 
there is the genius o f man. 
On dress 
parade y o u see him as a so ldier, swag­ 
gering abo ut beer-gardens, lo afing in 
the barrack-y ard, o r fishing o n the o ut­ 
skirts o f the to wn. 
T is a pity so me o f 
the sho wy so ldiers o f these little Euro ­ 
pean po wers co uld no t be cry stallized 
into ex pert ho d-earriers o r skillful mo r- 
tar-mix ers, instead o f weighing w o men 
do wn under the y o ke o f do uble burdens. 


T H E H O T -W A T R R W A R . 
After Hecretary Hamilto n had suc­ 
ceeded in his plan o f lev y ing a direct 
tax o n arden^ spirits, and the o v erthro w 
o f the “ whisky *insurrectio n” had sho wn 
that the 
Federal 
Go v ernment was 
stro ng eno ugh to enfo rce ev en unpo pu­ 
lar laws, the sco pe o f the direct, tax 
was enlarged, and included, amo ng 
o ther things, ho uses. These were classi­ 
fied acco rding to their dimensio ns and 
o rnate structure, and the tax graded 
acco rdingly , so that it really bo te v ery 
lightly upo n po o r peo ple. 
Ho wev er, 
the po pular sentiment was v ery stro ngly 
o ppo sed to direct tax atio n. The peo ple 
had fo ught King Geo rge and his tax es 
sev en y ears and w*o n their po int, and 
thev co uld no t readily submit to what 
i 
so me co nsidered similar impo sitio ns o n 
the part o f the Federal Go v ernment. 
In Pennsy lv ania, where the peo ple did 
no t beco me at all reco nciled to their 
defeat o n the whisky -tax questio n, the 
o ppo sitio n to the ho use tax was mo st 
pro no unced. 
Amo ng o ther means fo r 
making the required classificatio n o f 
the ho uses, the law required a measure­ 
ment o f the windo ws. 
But when the 
o fficers went with tape-lines to take 
these dimensio ns, they met w ith such 
v io lent o ppo sitio n, especially in the 
German co mmunities o f No rthampto n, 
Bucks, Mo ntgo mery , 
and 
adjo ining 
co unties, that they were o bliged to de­ 
sist. 
Enraged ho usewiv es llew to fro nt 
do o rs and upper windo ws and deluged 
the luckless o fficials with bo iling water, 
causing them to retreat “ in ho t haste. 
Fro m tho part taken in this o utbreak 
by wo men it was co mmo nly kno wn 
subsequently as “ the ho t-water war. 
Oppo sitio n increased, and still further 
v io lence was o ffered the Go v ernment 
o fficials. 
Warrants were then issued 
fro m the District Co urt o f Pennsy lv ania 
against the rio ters, and the United 
States Marshal arrested so me thirty 
perso ns; but in the v illage o f B ethle­ 
hem he was set upo n, and his priso ners 
were rescued by an armed band o f 
fifty ho rsemen, headed by a man named 
J o hn Fries. 
This was o n March 
» , 
17 9 9 . 
President Adams immediately 
issued a pro clamatio n requiring sub­ 
missio n to tho 
laws. 
Go v . 
Miffiin 
called o ut a b o d y o f militia and sent 
it into the disturbed co unties. 
The 
co mmanding o fficer issued an address 
to the inhabitants sho wing ho w little 
thev had to co mplain o f; that the 
was needed bv the Natio nal

mo ney 
Go v ernment, and tho law* was so ar­ 
ranged as to fav o r the po o r, the ratio 
o f the tax being far greater upo n ex ­ 
pensiv e 
ho uses. 
No o ppo sitio n was 
made to the tro o ps, and J o hn Fries and 
thirty o thers were arrested and taken 
to Philadelphia. 
Fries was indicted 
fo r high treaso n, tried, and co nv icted. 
He was sentenced to be put to death, 
and a number o f his co mpanio ns w ere 
fo und guilty o f misdemeano r and co n­ 
demned to impriso nment. 
President

W ashing ton 
C itt, J uly 31.—The Morri­ 
son joint resolution, proriding for the ap­ 
plication of the treasury surplus to the re­ 
demption 
of 
United 
States bonds, i 
amended and passed by the senate, is as 
follows; “ Be it it enacted, etc. *. That when­ 
ever the surplus or balance in the treasury, 
including amount held for redemption of 
United States notes, shall ex ceed the sum of 
$100,000,000 it shall be, and is hereby made, 
the duty of the secretary of the treasury to 
apply such ex cess, in sums not lees than $10,- 
000,000 per month during the ex istence of 
a ny such surplus or ex cess, to the pay­ 
ment of the interest-bearing indebtedness of 
the United States, payable a t the option of 
the g overnm ent 
The surplus or balance 
herein referred to shall be the available 
surplus, ascertained according to the form 
of statement of the United Sta tes treasurer 
of the asset« and liabilities of the treasury of 
the United State« employed on J une 3u, 188U. 
Provided, tha t no call shall be made under 
the provisions of this resolution until a sum 
equal to the call is in the treasury over and 
above the reserve herein mentioned; and 
provided, further, tha t the secretary of the 
treasury, in hie discretion, may have in the 
treasury, over and above the foreg oing sums, 
a working balance not ex ceeding $20,U00,0‘/U; 
and whenever, in the case of a ny ex traor­ 
dinary emerg ency not now ex isting , and 
when, because thereof, in the opinion of the 
president, the public interests shall require 
it, he may, 
by written order, direct the 
secretary of the treasury to suspend the 
further call for the payment of such in­ 
debtedness for such period of tim e as shall 
be necessary to maintain the public credit 
unimpaired, and tha t such suspension and 
the reason therefor shall be reported to con­ 
g ress within ten da ys a fter its nex t m eet­ 
ing , or 
immediately, if cong ress 
shall 
be in session. 
That for a period of six months a fter the 
passag e hereof, United States trade dollars, 
if not defaced, mutilated or stamped, shall 
be received a t their faoe value in payment 
of a ll dues to tho United States, and shall 
not be ag ain paid out or in a ny other man­ 
ner issued. 
That the holder of a ny United 
States trade dollars during the period afore­ 
said, on presentation of the aaraa a t the 
office of the treasurer or a ny assistant 
treasurer of the United States, may re­ 
ceive in ex chang e therefor a like amount 
and value, dollar for dollar, 
in standard 
silver dollars, or in subsidiary coins, a t the 
optiou of the holder and of the 
United 
States.

The disco very o f the magnify ing 
po wer o f the simple lens was no do ubt 
made lo ng befo re the Christian era, as 
rude lenses o f cry stal have been fo und 
in Egy ptian ruins, and it is kno wn that 
the Greeks used magnifiers o f glass, 
which they called “reading glasses.” 
The inventio n o f the co mpo und micro ­ 
sco pe, ho wever, is claimed fo r vario us 
perso ns. 
It is generally believed that 
the first o ne was made by Zacharias 
Jansen, o f Ho lland, in 15 00. 
Similar 
instruments were made at very nearly 
the same time by Fo ntana, in Italy . 
Co rnelius Drebbel, an astro no mer o f 
Ho lland, exhibited a micro sco pe in 
England in 1621. 
Po cket micro sco pes 
were first made by o ne Benjamin Mar­ 
tin, in Lo ndo n, abo ut 17 4 0. Great im­ 
pro vements have been made in this 
instrument during the last century by 
Dr. Wo llesfco n, Pro fesso r Lister, Bid- 
dell, and o thers. — In ter Ocea n . 


A M M O N IA IN R A IN . 
Any o ne may satisfy himself o f the 
presence o f ammo nia in rain by simply 
adding a little sulphuric o r muriatic 
acid to a quantity o f rain-water, and by 
evapo rating this nearly to diy ness iu a 
clean po rcelain basin. 
The ammo nia 
remains in the residue, in co mbinatio n 
with the acid emplo y ed, and may be 
detected either by the additio n o f a 
little chlo ride o f platinum, o r mo re 
simply by a little po wdered lime, which 
separates the ammo nia, and thus ren­ 
ders sensible its peculiar pungent smell. 
The sensatio n perceived o n mo istening 
the hand with rain-water, so different 
fro m tli at pro duced by pure distilled 
water, and to which the term “so ft­ 
ness” is vulgarly applied, is also due to 
the carbo nate o f ammo nia co ntained 
in the fo rmer.—Lieb ig 's Liq u id Ch em­ 
istry.

hair cloth for upholstery purpose» . After 
having been 
thoroughly cleansed, «as stated 
before, it is combed by drawing the bunches 
through fixed combe, like flax hackles, which 
work is done by boys. It Is next drawn into 
different lengths and 
thick nesara, which is an 
important and tedious operation, req uiring 
both delicacy of touch and q uickness of eye. 
These lengths range from fourteen inches to 
thirty-five inches. This work is performed 
by hand, though attempts have recently been 
made to accomplish the drawing automatical­ 
ly. Black hair is subjected to further treat­ 
ment, in order to obtain a full, glossy black­ 
ness. 
White is bleached, in order to diminish 
the yellowish tint, which it its natural hue, 
but this is never perfectly removed.—Brook 
lyn Eagle.

The trade in hair is of no inconsiderable 
magnitude. 
Its length, strength and elas- 
many purposes, 
ticity renders it useful for 
varying according to its nature and origin 
Since the beginning of the present century, 
hair, as -distinguished from wool, has been 
largely manufactured. The chief sources of 
Apply Of this class of fiber are the group of 
represented by the alpaca, the cap­ 
rine tribe, the camel, the home, the ox and 
the hog. But it is only necessary to notice 
those of the horse, ox and the hog, which are 
manufactured in Brooklyn, N. Y. The bulk 
of hair obtained from these sources Is used for 
upholstery purposes, being manufactured into 
curled hair for stuffing or hair cloth for seat­ 
ing. 
The raw material is divided Into several 
q ualities, according to the purpose for which 
it is destined. The best is that denominated 
“hard hair,” chiefly obtained from ostlers and 
stablemen, being tail hair procured in comb­ 
ing. That similarly got from the mane is of 
a different q uality, being termed “soft” 
Knacker's hair, or that obtained from dead 
animals, is much inferior, “dead” hard hair 
not being mere than eq ual to “live" soft hair. 
The depreciation which hair undergoes on the 
death « if an animal is such that when worn 
out horses are sent to lie slaughtered the 
knacker always cats off the mane and tail 
previous to the operation. 
FOR UPHOLSTERY PURPOSES. 
HorSe hair makes by far the lx**fc curled 
hair, but is not the only sort employed. Cow 
and hog hair constitute a large portion of 
that which is manufactured into the curled 
article for upholstery purposes These are 
chiefly procured from home sources. 
Hogs 
which Lave high feeding do not yield hair 
either in quantity or quality suflicient to ren­ 
der it* collection worth 
the cost. 
That 
yielded by lean 
animals is always the 
strongest and most elastic. 
The raw material, having tieen supplied to 
the workers, is first separated^into long and 
short hair, tho former tieing carefully re­ 
served for the manufacture of hair seating, 
fishing lines, brushes, etc., and the latter for 
curling or stuffing. 
The sorting is nex t re­ 
peated for tho purpose of separating the 
colors. 
White hair is esteemed the « host 
valuable, being used for special purposes and 
the supply being small. A third time this pro­ 
cess takes place, this last being for assortment 
in two qualities. 
This is very iiiqrortant and 
requires nice discrimination and sensitiveness 
of touch in the sorter, in order to i>erform the 
process efficiently. 
Each quality of hair is 
nex t subjected to thorough washing in cold 
water to remove dirt, dust, etc. 
It is then 
sent to the dye room and immersed for 
several hours in a dye bath chiefly composed 
of a decoction of logwood. 
When removed 
it is of a dull black color. Further washing 
and cleansing then take place, the hair being 
put into large vata containing agitators, 
through which flows a stream of hot water. 
This treatment removes the superfluous dye 
and further purifies the* hair. 
Following tho short hair, wo find that the 
nex t process is mix ing— 
-making a blend of 
certain proportion* of horse, cow and pig 
hair, according to the q uahty of the article 
intended to be produced. When tho blend* 
have been properly laid down, the material is 
passed through a series of “ willows,” by 
which the different sorts arc thoroughly incor­ 
porated, becoming homogenous as far as 
mechanical admix ture can produce such a 
state. 
in tiie “curling 
” room . 
After passing through 
the third of these 
machines i; is b e a t-n and screened to clear 
away the dust created by this treatment, and

is then ready for the curling process. 
*‘Curl- 
ing” ri carried on in a ¡separate room called 
the curling room. 
The curlers spin the hair 
into ropes or strands by the aid of a machine 
similar to that employed in rope spinning. 
The rope is further twisted in a second opera­ 
tion, by which means it is reduced to half its 
first length. 
By a third process it is turned 
until it assumes a convolute form, when it is 
secured as a coil. 
These processes give to tho 
hair its peculiar curl, which tits it for the 
purpose to which it is applied—stuffing for 
the seats of chairs, sofas, etc. 
It requires to 
be fix ed in this condition, which is accom­ 
plished by the following treatment: The coils 
are immersed in cold water and allowed to 
stand for several hours. 
On removal from 
this they are placed in specially constructed 
ovens, which are treated to a very high tem­ 
perature. 
After subjection to this heat for a 
sufficient time the curl is permanently fix ed, 
and the g e r m ^ f all parasitic life are de­ 
stroyed. 
When *he process of baking is fin­ 
ished the hair hav become a marketable 
article and is sold either in form of hard curl 
as removed from the o 'ens or soft curl in 
which it is partly untwisted 
and the filaments 
aae separated ready for use. 
The long hair is applied to the manufacture 
«of brushes and fishing lines, chiefly to that of

Tho constantly changing manner wf *har- 
■vesting grain in the lost q uarter of a century 
Is worth recording. While the east has been 
making great strides in improvements the ¡for 
west has not I teen Ix-hind in modes adapted to 
Its wants. In the last three or four yean; .m 
class of monster harvesting machines has 
appeared. They cut, thrash and sack « the 
grain as they movo over the field, dropping 
the filled sacks upon the ground, tho grain 
being cleaned ready for market. The real 
origin of these great labor-saving machines 
has been known to very few. Even the pres­ 
ent manufacturers are mo« t of them in the 
dark on the subject. 
In a rcaent ex tended tour over Oregon, 
Washington territory and Idaho I lmve de­ 
voted considerable 
time and ex pense to 
gathering facts, and can now locate the first 
invention in Oregon. 
As long ago as 1853 
one Lujier, residing near Lebanon, Ore., 
built and used a machine which pushed ahead 
of the horses and ran tho cut grain off in n 
swath on the ground at the left of the 
machine, leaving it to be gathered and car­ 
ried to* the stack or thrasher. 
From this 
sprang the header and elevator now so well 
known on tho Pacific coast. 
It is substanti­ 
ally tho same machine, but with a spout that 
carries the grain to largo header beds on 
wagons by which it is transported to the 
stack. 
COMIHXED READER AND Til RASHER. 
While the Lupor machine war. in operation 
Meddcrs Vanderpoel, also residing near Leba­ 
non, conceived the idea of attaching some 
sort of a thrasher to it. 
He built a combined 
machine in 1855, using it through one harvest. 
It wits run almost entirely by licit, and the 
thrashing was done by friction, the thrashed 
grain falling into a box and being winnowed 
afterword. 
Tho machine did fair work, but 
was not durable. 
It gave out after cutting 
TOO or 8 00 acres of grain. 
In 1800 Mr. Van- 
derpoel made improvements and changed the 
manner of handling the grain. 
After a sea­ 
son’s run, however, he was not pleased with 
his improvements. 
In bSOo and Ist>4 he went 
Imek to very nearly his first invention. 
1 lav­ 
ing obtained patents he constructed another 
machine. 
A t tho age of 81 years he takes 
great pleasure in ex hibiting the model at his 
farmhouse near Lebanon. 
The machine re­ 
quired ten good horses or mules and throe 
men to operate it. 
When properly handled 
it would cut from twelve to eighteen acres of 
grain per day. 
Nothing was ever done with 
it in a business way. 
It ran three or four 
years, cutting a largo acreage, when it was 
thrown aside. 
But it attracted attention, and 
others began to ex periment in search of a 
good combined harvester and thrasher. 
Tho first to go to work in earnest and ex ­ 
pend money were W. G. and L. T. Davis, of 
McMinnville, Ore. 
They began work ?n 1S« W 
and obtained patents in 1SC7. 
These patents 
are in part the basis of the present numerous 
successful machines of this class. 
The Davis 
brothers first made two machines. 
These 
were used, one five years and the other six 
years. 
They cut many thousands of acres of 
grain in the great Willamette valley. 
At the 
farm residence of L. T. Davis I saw an old 
photograph of the machine. 
A few facts re­ 
lating to the enterprise may interest your 
readers. 
CUTTING A BROAD SWATII, 
Ten animals and three men were used to 
run those machines. 
The average cut was 
eighteen acres of grain per day. 
The con­ 
trivance was a pil^nnd-push machine. Three 
animals were on thKJ oft and three on the 
right of the separator, {M)d four in the lead. 
The operator stood on 
of the separa­ 
tor in the rear, the sacker platflgtn being on 
the right. Tho thrasher was an ordinary belt 
machine, and the patents covered tm* jktu- 
liar and novel connections between 
it uW the 
cutting apparatus. 
Tho trials, troubles and losses of tho Davis 
boys would make a good-siaed voluma The 
worst of it is that they could not 
shape |nat- 
tors to carry on tho business and retrieve 
their losses. About this time Willim^ H. 
Parish had been operating with a similar 
machine with limited success, as had also J. 
H. Robbins & Bro., all residing near th® 


scene of the first Invention. 
T ho Davi* 
boys, being nimble to g oon, « old their |*ut- 
ents to Mr. Parish and one J . C. Aiidu, who 
again sold to California parties at Btocktcii. 
Hince then several different kinds of the ma­ 
chine« have been built there, as well m one 
at Benicia. 
Nearly all the California machines of mark 
require from eighteen to twenty-eight ani­ 
mals and three or four men. 
They cut from 
twenty to forty acres of grain per day. 
7 jv 
swath cut is from twelve to twenty-eight feet 
in width. The cost to put the grain hi the 
sack with these machines is from 50 to Ti 
rents per acre, all tohl 
They leave the straw 
and chaff scattered over the ground, unless 
in case« where “bunches” are used 
for carry­ 
ing the straw and leaving 
it in piles so that 
the farmer can gather it. 
These machines are now running in 
the 
groat Kan Joaq uin valky. I saw twenty in 
a two days’ trip. The grain was down and 
tangled some, but they got through it easily. 
The yield is about nine sacks of two and a 
q uarter bushels per acre for a very lore acre­ 
age in the middlo district of the valley, 
The 
q uality is fair and the price at railroad 
stations is 1 cent a pound. 
These machines are not at all adapted to 
moist countries. 
They much resemble a 
traveling caravan as they rumble through 
the vast fields of ripe waving grain. 
Tim 
eastern tourist will not find In all the ramble 
a grander sight than the California traveling 
caravan harvesting outfit.—Oakland (Cal.)

I saw that this was a movement to flank us 
under cover of the wood, and the enemy v. as 
already in front of our ex treme left 
I there­ 
fore determined to attack, violently too, in 
hopes of throwing the column into confusion 
and thus to gain time for a change of direc­ 
tion of the corjj» on our left 
I rode bock 
about 100 yards and gave the order; “ Follow 
me; advance firing; double quick, march!” 
No sooner was the order given than you ro- 
sponded, to a man. 
A t the same time the 
enemy opened fin* upon us. 
Never were 
cartridge box es nnd pistols emptied quicker 
or with more effect 
Wo not only doubled 
up the column but threw it into confusion. 
The enemy has confessed to have had several 
hundred killed or wounded by this attack, 
but the main point gained was the time neces­ 
sary to put the Third and Fourth corps into 
I-osition to receive the enemy from the south 
instead of the west, which saved the army 
from a violent attack on the flank and per­ 
haps the rear, the result of which woulu have 
been very disastrous. 
When this hod l>een accomplished I retired 
what was left of the command, and I regret 
to say that about one-half were still on tho 
field, killed or wounded. 
Wo halted at the 
rear of the gallant Third corps, when 1 gave 
orders for those who were tit for duty to step 
to the front. 
Every man stepped forward, 
some with bandages on their arms, others on 
their legs or heads, saturated with blood. 
Then Ix 'gmi the old story of reorganization— 
making captains of sergeants and lieutenants 
of corporals. 
1 heard one wounded man say 
to his comrade: “ That hill” (referring to tho 
Little Hound Top) “ is our place.” I remarked: 
“ Yes, my man. you arc right, and you will ho 
taken there in a few moments.” 
Soon after 
the men were put in that position the enemy 
advanced in such great numbers up tho gorge 
from the south, as originally intended by him, 
that it was difficult to keep supplied with am­ 
munition. 
Ho I went around taking cart­ 
ridges from the box es of tho dead men and 
giving them to those who were firing. 
I was 
taking some cartridges from a man whom I 
saw fall, when he looked up, recognized me, 
and said: “ Colonel, give me one more shot.” 
I put tho cartridge in 
the gun, cocked it, 
and partly held him up while he fired. 
I way 
<> impressed with the cool courage and deter­ 
mination of tho man that 
I wished tosa« e 
aim for an officer, so 
I told his comrade to 
fake him to the rear. 
When he lifted the 
wounded man up la* turned to me and said in 
an undertone, “This man cannot live.” 1 told 
him to make tho trial, and he carried tiie 
wounded man off. 
in n few moments 1 came 
along and gave this second man some cart­ 
ridges, and in the act of ids taking th. m I 
recognized him. 
He did not boa t to no of 
his having returned, but when I 
spoke to him 
of it lie said, “Yes, he is dead," t* >k the cart­ 
ridges nnd went on firing as deliberat'd;.’ as 
though not only his own life but the whole 
riiion dojtended upon hisspt cial aim with th • 
riile. 
In a few minutes he, fix*, was m ortally 
wounded.—(ten.
